“Mile Motor Trip. 


FORD'S GREAT TRIUMPH. 


Thirty-seven ‘ thousand: miled 
through every state of the United 
States @of American, ‘tours. of 
Canada, Mexico, Japan, Korea and 
Manchuria, through the heat of the 
tropics and the snow of various sec-
